A LOCAL IAW amending Local Law No. 1 - 1959, constituting
the EBrie County Charter, by amending § 310
thereof by renumbering the present subsection
b. as subsection c., and adding a new sub-
section b. to provide that computer operations
of the Department of Central Police Services
shall be under the exclusive jurisdiction of
the Commissioner of the Department of Central,

BE IT ENACTED BY THE ERIE COUNTY LEGISLATURE, AS FOLLOWS:

The_sﬁéte and federal networks'requiré'
as a condition of their intercﬁangelof information_that
the recipient computer network be under the management
control of a criminal justice agency, be primarily
dedicated to the éervice of the criminal justice community,_
and remain fully indepen&ent of non-criminal Justice aata
sfstéms. The reason for this is that the 1nformatlon be1ng
dealt with and wnch con31sts largely of criminal ofrender
record information is of a sensitive nature and must be |
protected from indiscriminate disclosure for other than
criminal justice purposes. |
